Armadillos. 


Among the many other curious aui- 


luals o£ South America are the armadil- 
los, a small but distinct family, inter- 
mediate between the sloth and ant-cat- 
ers. 
These creatures are distinguished 


by tho possesion of molar teeth only 
but they have also a more noticeable if 
less scientific peculiarity, in their remark 
able coat of armor by which their bodies 
are protected. This armor is composed, 
in all the species, of three bony bucklers 
all made np of small angular plates se 
ill juxtaposition with • each other, but no 
connected by joints or separately moy 
able, so as to form a kind of mosaic 
pavement. 


The shoiilders! of the animals arn pro 


teeted by a stiff buckler, composed, an i 
were, of a single piece; and these buck 
lers ara connected by a number of movf'- 
ablo bands formed by plates similar to 
those of the principal bucklers, which 
are themselves connected by tho soft 
ancl plinut inner skin, ami thu.-> rendered 
so pliable as to admit of the most rapid 
and varied ruofons. 
The helmet-like 


piece which protects the head of tLc 
armadillo is perfectly independent of 
the armor of the shoulders, so that tlie 
neck is left free, while at the same time 
it is completely defended by the projec- 
tion of tho skull-piece, which protects 
the nape exactly like the same piece of 
an ancient heliuet of the middle ngfs. 
In fact, the whole arrangement of the 
defences of this singular creature, has 
so marked a, resemblance to those of a 
man-at-arms of the fourteenth century, 
that were it not a native of a continent 
unknown at that time to the armorers, 
one would scarcely doubt that the ani- 
mal had furnished a model to the man, 
as regards shaping defensive armor. 


The legs of the armadillo are Tcry 
short ana stoat, covered with scaly 
plates, armed with powerful claws for 
irarrowiug in the ground, beneath which 
they make their habitations, and guarded 
to the knees by their protective bucklers. 
Except in a angle species, the armadil- 
los are devoid of hair. The tail is armed 
•with ring-like bands. The teeth are 
cylindrical, varying from, seven or eight 
to seventeen or eighteen in number, on 
each sido of each jaw, nnd are so ar- 
ranged, with spaces between them, that 
whcu the mouth is closed they shut one 
into the other, like those of a steel trap. 
Their eyes aro small, their ears erect 
and pointed, and they have elongated 
unouts like those ol the hog or ground- 
m'olc.'to enable them to turn '.he earth 
in search of roots and worms, which con- 
stitute a portion of theirfood. They nre 
usually "nocturnal in their habits.
